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Trooper Island Camp, Inc., a youth camp in south-western Clinton County on Dale Hol¬ 
low Lake, began the 49th camping season this week for underpriviledged and at-risk boys 
and girls in Kentucky who are chosen by sworn officers to attend a free week of summer 
camp. 

Prior to the start of each camping season, camp officials, Kentucky State Police officers 
and their familieis and a host of private citizens gathered at the camp last Saturday for the 
annual Trooper Island Appreciation Day. 

Although the day is billed as a celebration of the start of another camping season, the 
most solumn gathering during Appreciation Day festivities is the ceremony to pay tribute 
to the officers who have died in the line of duty. 

A new monument was recently com¬ 
pleted on the north-west end of the island 
that holds individual plaques honoring the 
fallen officers. The monument also fea¬ 
tures a blue lightbar that will remain glow¬ 
ing at all times as well as an eternal flame 
that will be projected in a swirling pattern 
at the rear of the memorial.

Jail, budget issues 
among fiscal court 
agenda makeup 


Clinton County Fiscal Court, meeting in special session last Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon, May 28, dealt with three items of business, including another brief 
discussion on the jail. But once again, no up or down vote on the opening or 
closing of the facility was taken in the short session which saw five of six 
magistrates present. 

The court first dealt with deeding a parcel of property in the Clinton Coun¬ 
ty Industrial Park on Hwy. 90 back to the Industrial Development Authority 
(IDA). 

Judge/Executive Lyle Huff said that back in 2006 the IDA had deeded the 
county and city enough property in the industrial park to construct the current 
Twin Lakes Wellness Center facility. However, that facility site was switched 
to its current location near the __ 


EMS and Air Evac buildings 
across from the high school. 

The judge told court mem¬ 
bers that now the Industrial 
Authority has a “potential in¬ 
dustrial client” that may want to 
locate in the industrial park and 
the IDA has asked the county

and city to revert the property back to that body, since it wasn’t used for the 
intended purpose of the Wellness Center. 

Magistrate Ricky Craig made a motion to deed the county’s share back to 
the IDA and it passed by unanimous vote.

City acts on budget 
amendments, 
property transfer 

Albany City Council held a brief special meeting last Thursday evening, 
May 30, with five of six members present and three items of business on the 
agenda. 

The council approved first reading of budget amendments adding $428,233 
into the current 2012-13 fiscal year budget to deal with various water proj¬ 
ects. 

On a motion by Councilman James “Smitty” Smith, they then voted unan¬ 
imously to transfer the city’s share of a deed to a parcel of property in the 
Clinton County Industrial Park back to the Industrial Development Authority. 

Mayor Nicky Smith explained to the council that the particular area in the 
industrial park had initially been deeded by the IDA to the city and county 
as a location of the Wellness Center. However, the site location was later 
changed and that facility was constructed elsewhere. 

Although the city and county jointly applied for and was approved funding 
for the Wellness Center project, when the school district, which owned the 
property near the EMS and Air Evac locations across from the high school, 
deeded the property for the fitness center at its current location, the deed was

With a civilian work force of 
4,774 in Clinton County, 4,350 
were listed as being employed, 
leaving 424 in the ranks of un¬ 
employed for April, 2013. 

Other area counties in the 
Lake Cumberland area, along 
with the jobless rate for each 
county, included: Cumberland 
(10.8), Adair (7.7), Russell (9.7) 
Pulaski (9.2) and Wayne (10.7). 

Unemployment rates de¬ 
creased in 49 Kentucky counties 
between April 2012 and April 
2013, while 63 county rates rose 
and eight stayed the same. 

Woodford County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 
Commonwealth at 5.4 percent. It 
was followed by Oldham County, 
5.6 percent; Fayette County, 5.9 
percent; Ohio and Shelby coun¬ 
ties, 6 percent each; Daviess and 
Scott counties, 6.1 percent each; 
Franklin and Hancock counties, 


6.2 percent each; and Boone, 
Henderson, Madison and Spen¬ 
cer counties, 6.3 percent. 

Magoffin County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate — 16.9 percent. It was 
followed by Leslie County, 15.8 
percent; Fulton County, 15.6 
percent; Harlan County, 15.5 
percent; Letcher County, 15.3 
percent; Bell County, 14.2 per¬ 
cent; Knott County, 14.1 percent; 
Jackson County, 13.3 percent; 
Menifee County, 13.1 percent; 
and McCreary and Perry coun¬ 
ties, 12.7 percent each. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working. 

Civilian labor force statistics 
include non-military workers 
and unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking work. 

They do not include unem¬ 
ployed Kentuckians who have 
not looked for employment with¬ 
in the past four weeks.

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After having had the budget to 
review the past few weeks, mag¬ 
istrates were officially presented 
the document for first reading ap¬ 
proval by County Treasurer Dal¬ 
las Sidwell, who told the court it 
was “practically the same as the 
current fiscal year budget.” 

The total budget amounts to 
$4,884,246.00 with a little over 
$1.1 million of that amount in the 
road fund. Other major amount 
totals are $946,000 in the general 
fund; $586,000 in the jail fund; 
$993,000 in the ambulance fund; 
and $320,000 in the 911 fund. 

Magistrate Phillip Parrigin 
made a motion to approve the 
budget on first reading, which 
passed on a 4-1 vote with Mag¬ 
istrate Craig voting no. 

In relation to the budget, the 
court voted, on a motion by Mag¬ 
istrate Hershell Key, to approve 
the annual standing orders to 
pay between meeting claims and 
bills, such as postage, required 
court member training, grants, 
billing services, and so forth. 

Court members then had an¬ 


other brief discussion on the jail 
and whether to close the facility 
or keep it open. 

Magistrate Patty Guinn, an 
advocate of keeping the facil¬ 
ity in operation, said, “If you 
get a hang-nail, are you going 
to cut your finger off?,” appar¬ 
ently referring to the jail’s eco¬ 
nomic problems but questioning 
whether closing it would solve 
the problems. 

Magistrate Terry Buster then 
made a motion for the county to 
take proposals from other jails, 
especially jails within the imme¬ 
diate area, on costs they would 
charge for housing local inmates. 
The motion, which was seconded 
by Craig, passed 3-2 with Mag¬ 
istrate Key also voting yes and 
Magistrates Parrigin and Guinn 
voting no. 

Guinn also questioned about 
situations where there is a local 
prisoner that another jail simply 
will not accept for some specific 
reason. 

County Attorney Michael 
Rains said things like that, such 
as a right of refusal clause, would 
have to be addressed with any 
outside facility in which Clinton 
County would sign a contract 
with and indicated that would 
be an important issue. It was 
also noted that in most cases, it 


is up to the respective judge who 
handled sentencing to make final 
decisions in certain cases. 

No further action regarding 
the jail was taken last week. 

The court then entered into a 
brief closed session on personnel 
that lasted just over 10 minutes 
but took no action upon returning 
to open session. 

The court also held another 
short call meeting Monday morn¬ 
ing of this week, June 3, with 
only one administrative item of 
business listed on the agenda, to 
open bids for road equipment. 

Following some discussion, 
the court voted to purchase two 
extendible option tractors at 
$72,841.89 each or a total of 
$145,687.78 from Wright Equip¬ 
ment Company. 

After the meeting was ad¬ 
journed, however, it was learned 
those tractors wouldn’t be avail¬ 
able for delivery until August, 
more than two-thirds into the 
mowing season. Court members 
then unofficially discussed the 
possibility of revisiting the issue 
on purchasing the equipment at 
its next regular meeting later this 
month. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for June 20 at 5 p.m. at the court¬ 
house and is open to the public.

In the course of the investiga¬ 
tion, they went to the Hardwood 
Drive residence, where a group 
of people were standing outside 
the home. 

Inside the home, Lester stated 
there had been recent meth activ¬ 
ity, and the residence still had 
a strong odor from the lab. He 
indicated that it was not active 
when officials arrived. 

Arrests made at the scene in¬ 
cluded: Jamie Southwood Baker, 
35, on an indictment for manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine 
and possession of a controlled 
substance; Michael Shane Bell, 
41, manufacturing methamphet¬ 
amine; Adam Baker, 36, on a 
bench warrant for failure to ap¬ 
pear; and Homer E. Daniels, Jr., 
31, on a bench warrant for failure 
to appear. 

Lester indicated that the 
investigation is continuing and 
other charges could be filed, 
pending lab results. 

Lester, Lyon and Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Cody 
Neal were all checked out by 
medical personnel because of ex¬ 
posure to the meth lab, but there 
were no injuries. 

Assisting at the scene were 
the Monticello Fire Department, 
Wayne County EMS, UNITE, 
the Monticello Fire Department 
and the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department.

Assistant Chief Rogers said 
the charges he filed are in con¬ 
nection with a burglary that 
occurred late last Wednesday 
night or early Thursday morning 
at Jamestown Auto Sales in the 
Middletown area. 

Chief Polston’s charges 
against Carter are in connection 
with a break-in at Cool Stuff 
For You, a wireless phone and 
electronics business next to Hub¬ 
bard’s Auto Parts in Jamestown. 

The break-ins at both busi¬ 
nesses were discovered early 
Thursday morning. Assistant 
Chief Rogers confronted Carter 
after a report was called in that 
a man, appearing to be muddy 
and bloody, was seen coming out 
of an area of high weeds in the 
Middletown area just after 11:30 
a.m. Thursday. 

Interviews with Carter, plus 
the recovery of most of the stolen 
property, resulted in his arrest. 

Carter was lodged in the Rus¬ 
sell County Detention Center. 



A Baxter woman was cited to 
court on Memorial Day, Mon¬ 
day, May 27, after she left her 
two kids in the car while she 
went into a store, police said. 

It happened just after 2 p.m. 
at a store on S. Jefferson Avenue, 
says a report by Cookeville Po¬ 
lice Officer Anthony Nash. 

Alinda Elizabeth Conlan, 21, 
of Partridge Trail, Baxter, was 
cited in the case, the report says. 

Officer Nash said he was dis¬ 
patched to the store parking lot 
on a report that “a child was be¬ 
ing left unattended in a vehicle.” 

“Upon arrival, I observed two 


small children inside a black Nis¬ 
san Xterra with the engine run¬ 
ning in the parking lot in front of 
the garden center at Walmart,” 
the officer’s report continues. 

“After waiting approximately 
15 minutes, the mother came to 
the vehicle. I asked Ms. Conlan 
why she had left the children 
in the vehicle, and she stated 
that she only had to run in for 
a minute and didn’t know it was 
against the law to leave the chil¬ 
dren in the vehicle.” 

She also told the officer that 
she had left the car running and 
the air conditioning on so the 
children “didn’t get hot,” the 
report says. 

One child is an eight-year-old 
and one is seven months old, the 
report says. 

Conlan has a court date of 
July 22. 

It is the second such case in 
recent days, police noted. 

As summer approaches, offi¬ 
cers here make it a point to check 
store parking lots for children 
or animals left in vehicles unat¬ 
tended. 

The 14-year-old boy who was 
killed while riding his bicycle 
on the highway in Smithville on 
Sunday, May 26 was Jacob Davis 
Billings, according to sources in 
DeKalb County. 

In releasing information about 
the accident, the Tennessee High¬ 
way Patrol refused to identify the 
accident victim, citing the fact 
that he is a juvenile. 

According to news outlets in 
DeKalb County, the victim was 
Jacob Davis Billings, the son 
of Trey and Heather Billings of 
Smithville. 

He died of a head injury on 
Sunday evening, May 26, after 
being hit by a car while riding 
his bicycle on Casey Cove Road. 
He was knocked off the bike and 
then hit by a pickup truck which 
was traveling behind the car. 

The accident is still under 
investigation. 

According to WJLE Radio 
in Smithville, Billings had just 
graduated from 8th grade at 
DeKalb West School, where he 
played football, a sport he loved. 
He had made the DeKalb County 
High School football team, 
WJLE said. 

In addition to his parents, his 
family includes two sisters, Jes¬ 
sica and Tori Billings. 

A Texas truck driver was 
robbed in the parking lot of a 
motel on Sunday night, May 26, 
police said. 

It happened at the Knights 
Inn motel on Salem Road just 
after 10 p.m., says a report by 
Cookeville Police Officer Marc 
Declaire. 

The trucker had just rented a 
room at the motel and was un¬ 
loading his gear from the truck 
at the north side of the building 
when it happened, he told the 
officer. 

“He said that while he was 
halfway inside his truck, an un¬ 
identified male pushed an object 
to his back and said, “Give me 
your money or wallet!” 

The victim then handed 
over his wallet, and the robber 
snatched the money out of it and 
took off running, heading north 
toward Salem Road, the report 
says. He tossed the wallet away 
in the parking lot while running. 

The victim was able to give 
only a limited description of 
the robber. He said the man was 
wearing dark clothing. 

The robber made off with 
$250. 

“This was an aggravated rob¬ 
bery with a firearm (the firearm 
implied),” the officer noted in the 
report. 

Officers searched the area for 
the robber, but did not find him. 
Detectives now have the case. 

In another case, a business 
official working in his office 
on May 27, a holiday, was ap¬ 
parently a surprise for a burglar 
who barged in, and the burglar 
fled upon seeing that someone 
was there. 

It happened at Putnam Prop¬ 
erties on N. Washington Avenue, 
says a report by Officer Ryan 
Acuff. 

“The business owner was 
working in his office when he 
heard a loud knocking at the 
door. He stated that he went to 
answer the door when a white 
male had shoved his way through 
the door. 

“The door and the frame were 
broken. He said the suspect saw 
him and then turned away and 
ran. 

“The suspect fell down as he 


fled and left behind a blue flat 
brimmed TAPOUT baseball cap, 
which I confiscated,” the officer 
wrote in the report. 

The intruder was described 
as a white male in his 30’s with 
shaggy hair, wearing a white 
shirt, about six feet tall and 
weighing 180 to 200 pounds, the 
report says. 

He was last seen heading 
northwest toward Tennessee 
Tech, the officer said. 

“There was nothing stolen 
from inside the business. Dam¬ 
age to the door and frame was 
estimated at about $1,000.” 

Detectives are investigating. 

A Crossville woman who stole 
a car at gunpoint early Wednes¬ 
day morning, May 28, then led 
police on a high-speed chase 
and crashed the car, was shot and 
killed after she allegedly pointed 
her gun at officers. 

According to the TBI and to 
Deputy District Attorney Gary 
McKenzie, Angela Smith, 37, of 
Crossville, was shot and killed 
by gunfire from a police officer’s 
weapon after she threatened of¬ 
ficers by pointing a Glock pistol 
at them. 

The shooting took place as 
the officers approached Smith 
after she had crashed the sto¬ 
len vehicle into a tree in the 
Browntown Community near the 
Cumberland/White County line. 

It all happened around 2 a.m. 
Wednesday after a woman called 
911 in Cumberland County and 
reported that her daughter was 
on drugs and had jumped out of a 
car near the Camelot subdivision, 
Deputy DA McKenzie said. 

“And shortly after that call, 
a resident of that subdivision 
called 911 and reported seeing a 
person trying to enter a residence 
there,” McKenzie said. 

Another call then reported 
that a woman had entered a 
home in the subdivision and 
pointed a gun at the homeowner, 
took his car keys, stole a vehicle, 
and drove away in it, McKenzie 
said. 

Crossville police officers and 
Cumberland County deputies 
soon spotted the vehicle and 
pursued it “down Highway 70 
toward Sparta,” he said. 

In the Browntown Commu¬ 
nity, the fleeing driver, later iden¬ 
tified as Angela Smith, crashed 
the car into a tree, and officers 
approached the wrecked car, he 
said. 

Reportedly, one officer used 
a Taser, but it had no effect on 
Smith, who was brandishing the 
gun and pointed it at the officers. 

“They fired on her then, and 
she was killed,” McKenzie said. 

Some officers are on admin¬ 
istrative leave pending the out¬ 
come of an investigation by the 
TBI and a review by the DA’s 
office, he said. 

Being placed on leave in such 
cases is routine procedure in law 
enforcement agencies, McKen¬ 
zie said. 

The woman’s body was sent 
for an autopsy.

Public urged to leave 
young wildlife alone 


They are born in woods and 
brushy fields. From birth, they 
learn how to survive in a world 
where the daily challenge is to 
find enough to eat and try not to 
be eaten by other wild creatures. 

For eons, wildlife have been 
born and raised without human 
surrogate parents. So the mes¬ 
sage is clear: leave wildlife ba¬ 
bies alone. 

Well-intentioned concern 
often does more harm than good. 

Get too close to a bird’s nest 
and the young may leave the 
nest prematurely and not sur¬ 
vive. Bring home a deer fawn 
and you’re taking it away from 
its mother. Feed a bear cub and 
the cub will become conditioned 
to humans and human food. 
All these scenarios are likely to 
compromise the animal’s sur¬ 
vival chances. 

Only licensed wildlife reha- 
bilitators may possess injured or 
orphaned wildlife. Only persons 
with a captive cervid permit may 
keep deer in captivity. 

To locate a licensed re- 


habilitator, go to Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife’s website at fw.ky. 
gov and click on the “Hunting, 
Trapping & Wildlife” tab, then 
on “Injured and Orphaned Wild¬ 
life.” 

When someone finds a deer 
fawn it’s often assumed that the 
fawn is abandoned. 

But David Yancy, a deer bi¬ 
ologist for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources, explained that mother 
deer rarely abandon their new¬ 
borns. “The mother leaves the 
fawn often for hours at a time, 
between morning and evening 
nursing,” said Yancy. “The doe 
stays away from the fawn be¬ 
cause she doesn’t want to attract 
attention to it. While she’s away 
from her fawn she feeds and 
rests.” 

Fawns are scentless at birth. 
They hide in grass and weeds, 
their spots helping to camouflage 
them. 

If the mother deer feels 
threatened by the approach of a 
human or a predator, she moves 


off, so the threatening presence 
will follow her and not endanger 
the fawn. 

Newborn deer remain bed¬ 
ded for the first few weeks of life 
until they are strong enough to 
run at their mother’s side to es¬ 
cape predators. The doe is never 
far from her fawn. “The mother 
is likely in some nearby woods. 
She’s definitely within earshot 
and will usually come running if 
the fawn bleats,” said Yancy. 

Landowners are asked to 
leave a deer fawn alone if they 
encounter one. “If you find one 
while mowing your hay field, 
pick it up and put it somewhere 
nearby where you won’t be 
mowing. The mother will return 
and find it in the evening,” said 
Yancy. 

The parents of songbirds are 
also attentive to the needs of their 
young. 

“If you see a baby bird or 
a fledgling, you should leave it 
alone. Most likely the parents are 
nearby,” said Shawchyi Vorisek, 
an avian biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “The parents 
stay with their young at least 
until they can find food on their 
own.” 

Most songbird species are 
protected by federal law. Nests 
with eggs or young should be left 
alone. “Observe nests from afar,” 
added Vorisek. “Don’t go up to a 
nest or touch it, as that can leave 
a trail for predators to follow or 
cause the parents to abandon the 
nest.”

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Dyer trial once again continued 
in Clinton Circuit Court 


Another continuance has been 
granted in the Ira Boles Dyer, III 
case in Clinton Circuit Court. 

During a session conducted 
on Monday, May 20 before Cir¬ 
cuit Judge David Williams, a mo¬ 
tion was granted for continuance 
of his trial and is now scheduled 
for a two-day period, September 
4-5,2013. 

The defendant is charged 
with murder, wanton endan¬ 
ger, persistent felony offender 
and some misdemeanor traffic 
related offenses in connection 
with an April 2011 auto acci¬ 
dent that claimed the life of an 
elderly Clinton County woman 
and caused injuries to other per¬ 
sons involved in the two-vehicle 
accident that occurred on North 
Highway 127 in Clinton County. 
Ina Edwards, 79, was killed in 
the accident. 

A few months later, Dyer was 
charged with murder and wan¬ 
ton endangerment and several 
months after those indictments 
were returned, a charge of oper¬ 
ating a motor vehicle under the 
influence, in relation to the ac¬ 
cident was brought by Kentucky 
State Police, with Trooper Andy 
Olson being the lead investiga¬ 
tor. 

The trial date has been de¬ 
layed on various occasions, in¬ 
cluding during a pretrial confer¬ 
ence on May 6 when the trial was 
rescheduled for August 14. The 
next trial date is just three weeks 
beyond that date. 

Several other cases were on 
the docket in circuit court on 
May 20 and the following are 
those which resulted in some 
type of resolution or trial dates 
being scheduled: 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
David E. Faught. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the charge 
of obscuring the identity of a 
machine or other property (two 
counts). Upon a plea of guilty 
to receiving stolen property un¬ 
der $10,000 and unlawful pos¬ 
session of a methamphetamine 
precursor, the defendant would 
receive a sentence of five years 
each to run concurrent for five 
years. He would serve 60 days 
home incarceration with the bal¬ 
ance probated for five years with 
supervision. 

Final sentencing was sched¬ 
uled for July 1. 

* During motion hour, in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Feigh-Ann Fittle Hicks, coun¬ 
sel for the defendant advised 
the court that after reviewing 
the KCPC report, he wished to 
withdraw his motion for a com¬ 
petency hearing. The court sus¬ 
tained the motion and concluded 
the defendant had violated the 
terms and conditions of her pro¬ 
bation and revoked same. The 
defendant was ordered to serve 
the balance of a 10-year sentence 
with credit for any time already 
served. 

The defendant had original¬ 
ly been charged with multiple 
counts of possession of a forged 
instrument and second degree 
forgery. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Billy Kennedy, the court con¬ 
cluded the defendant had violat¬ 
ed the terms and conditions of his 
pretrial diversion by being termi¬ 


nated from the Clinton County 
Drug Court Program. The court 
revoked pretrial diversion and 
found the defendant guilty of 
theft by unlawful taking, with a 
five year sentence imposed. He 
will be credited for any time al¬ 
ready served. 

* Sentencing was held in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Joshua A. Key, pursuant to a plea 
agreement reached on April 15. 

The defendant entered a plea 
of guilty to theft by deception 
less than $10,000 with a three- 
year sentence imposed. Pursu¬ 
ant to the recommendation of 
the Commonwealth, the sentence 
will be probated for five years 
with supervision, the defendant 
shall pay restitution and re¬ 
ceive credit for any time already 
served. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Paulette Wilson, originally 
charged with second degree per¬ 
sistent felony offender, in lieu of 
revocation, the defendant shall 
serve an additional 60 days in jail 
and the matter will be reviewed 
on July 15. 

* During a hearing in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Jeffery D. 
Cooper, charged for forgery sec¬ 
ond degree and persistent felony 
offender second degree, the de¬ 
fendant has been accepted into 
Drug Court. In lieu of revoca¬ 
tion, he is to complete the Clin¬ 
ton County Drug Court Program 
and was released from custody. 

* During arraignment, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Na¬ 
thaniel Johnson, charged with 
flagrant nonsupport, the defen¬ 
dant entered a not guilty plea 
and a trial date of August 14 was 
scheduled, with a pretrial confer¬ 
ence on July 1. 

* During arraignment in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Aar¬ 
on Shearer, charged with flagrant 
nonsupport, the defendant en¬ 
tered a plea of not guilty and trial 
date of August 14 was scheduled 
with a pretrial conference on July 
1. 

* During a pretrial confer¬ 
ence, in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Patrick Eller, charged 
with promoting contraband first 
degree, assault third degree (po¬ 
lice or probation officer), pos¬ 
session of marijuana, disorderly 
conduct and fleeing or evading 
police, a trial date was scheduled 
for August 14. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Christopher Pierce, charged with 
flagrant nonsupport, the defen¬ 
dant did not appear, a warrant of 
arrest was issued and the defen¬ 
dant was ordered to be held with¬ 
out bond upon arrest. 

* During sentencing, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jus¬ 
tin Brent Fester, charged with 
theft by unlawful taking or dis¬ 
position, the defendant did not 
appear. A warrant of arrest was 
issued and the defendant was or¬ 
dered to be held without bond on 
arrest. He was also to be placed 
in NCIC. 

Several other cases were on 
the docket for the second May 
term of circuit court. Many cas¬ 
es were continued for various 
reasons, including defendants 
needed conflict counsel because 
of related charges, others were 
arraigned only and some defen¬ 
dants were not transported from 
other detention facilities.

Prevention key 
to managing 
blueberry root rot

Fruit growers are often 
attracted to blueberry production 
because the plants have few 
disease problems. However 
one disease, Phytophthora root 
rot, can completely decimate 
blueberry plants. This spring, 
agents and specialists with the 
UK Cooperative Extension 
Service have seen widespread 
cases of the disease across the 
state. 

Phytophthora root rot, also 
called blueberry root rot, is 
caused by a soilbome water 
mold. This fungus-like pathogen 
is found worldwide and can 
affect a wide range of plants. 

The root rot pathogen attacks 
plant roots and limits water 
uptake, which ultimately stunts 
plant growth and kills existing 
leaves and buds. While the first 
symptoms appear as lesions on 
roots, growers likely will not 
know they have a problem until 
plant leaves begin to turn yellow 
or red. As disease progresses, 
leaves will then turn brown. 
Blueberry root rot can eventually 
result in defoliation, branch 
dieback and plant death. 

Fortunately, growers can 
largely prevent this disease with 
proper management practices, 
said Gauthier and Brandon Bell, 
Metcalfe County agricultural 
and natural resources extension 
agent. They encourage growers 
to inspect the plants for disease 
before planting, select a site 
with well-drained soil and plant 
blueberries into raised beds at 
least one foot high to improve 
drainage.

Most of our diets are too high in sodium and too low in potassium. 
Too much sodium in your diet increases your risk of developing 
high blood pressure. The average American consumes nearly 50 
percent more sodium than they need each day. A diet that is high 
in potassium can lower your risk of developing hypertension, 
especially for those who are sensitive to sodium. High potassium 
foods help prevent or lower high blood pressure as they cause the 
kidneys to get rid of excess sodium in the body. 

You can find potassium in a variety of fruits, vegetables, meats 
and dairy products. Good sources of potassium include, but are 
not limited to, small baked potatoes and sweet potatoes, spinach, 
carrots, bananas, dried apricots, poultry, fish, milk and soy products. 

Besides reducing high blood pressure risks, potassium has 
several other benefits including maintaining your body’s water 
balance, helping build muscles, maintaining normal growth as 
we age, and helping your body digest carbohydrates, which helps 
control your blood sugar levels.

John Wayne dies 

June 11,1979 

John Wayne, the iconic American film actor, died on this day in 1979 at age 72 after battling cancer 
for more than a decade. 

He was born Marion Morrison on May 26, 1907, in Winterset, Iowa, and moved as a child to 
Glendale, California. His father, Clyde Leonard Morrison worked as a pharmacist there and was the 
son of American Civil War veteran Marion Mitchell Morrison. Wayne’s mother, Mary “Molly” Alberta 
Brown was from Lancaster County, Nebraska. 

Wayne was a football star at Glendale High School and attended the University of Southern California 
on a scholarship, but dropped out after two years because he had injured himself in a surfboarding 
accident. With funding gone, Wayne had to leave the university and his pre-law major behind. 

After finding work as a movie studio laborer, Wayne befriended director John Ford, then a rising 
talent. His first acting jobs were small parts in which he was credited as Duke Morrison, a childhood 
nickname derived from the name of his beloved Airedale Terrier “Duke.” A local fireman at a station on 
his route to school started calling him “Little Duke” because he never went anywhere without his K-9 
companion. 

Wayne rose beyond the typical recognition for a famous actor to that of an enduring icon who 
symbolized and communicated American values and ideals. By the middle of his career, Wayne had 
developed a larger-than-life image, and as his career progressed, he selected roles that would not 
compromise his off-screen image. By the time of his last film “The Shootist” in 1976, Wayne refused 
to allow his character to shoot a man in the back as was originally scripted, saying “I’ve made over 250 
pictures and have never shot a guy in the back. Change it.” 

Wayne’s rise to being the quintessential movie war hero began to take shape four years after World 
War II, when Sands of Iwo Jima (1949) was released. His footprints at Grauman’s Chinese theater in 
Hollywood were laid in concrete that contained sand from Iwo Jima. 

Throughout most of his life, Wayne was a vocally prominent conservative Republican. Initially a self- 
described socialist during his college years, he voted for Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 1936 presidential 
election and expressed admiration for Roosevelt’s successor, fellow Democratic President Harry Truman. 
He supported Vice President Richard Nixon in the 1960 presidential election, but expressed his vision 
of patriotism when John Kennedy won the election: “I didn’t vote for him, but he’s my president, and I 
hope he does a good job.” An ardent anti-communist and vocal supporter of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, in 1952 he made Big Jim McLain to show his support for the anti-communist 
cause. Recently declassified Soviet documents reveal that despite being a fan of Wayne’s movies, 
Soviet dictator Joseph Stalin ordered Wayne’s assassination as a result of his frequently -espoused anti¬ 
communist politics. 

Married three times, Wayne was the father of seven children. Several of his children entered the film 
and television industry - his son Ethan was billed as John Ethan Wayne in a few films, and played one 
of the leads in the 1990s update of the Adam - 12 television series. Michael was a producer and Patrick 
starred in over 40 films, including nine with his father. 

John Wayne is buried in Pacific View Memorial Park Cemetery in Corona del Mar. Unmarked for 
twenty years, his stone now reads “Tomorrow is the most important thing in life. Comes into us at 
midnight very clean. It’s perfect when it arrives and it puts itself in our hands. It hopes we’ve learned 
something from yesterday.” 

Anne Frank receives a diary 

June 12, 1942 

On this day, Anne Frank, a young Jewish girl living in Amsterdam, receives a diary for her 13th 
birthday. A month later, she and her family went into hiding from the Nazis in rooms behind her father’s 
office. For two years, the Franks and four other families hid, fed and cared for by Gentile friends. The 
families were discovered by the Gestapo, which had been tipped off, in 1944. The Franks were taken 
to Auschwitz, where Anne’s mother died. Friends in Amsterdam searched the rooms and found Anne’s 
diary hidden away. 

Anne and her sister were transferred to another camp, where Anne died of typhus a month before 
the war ended. Anne’s father survived Auschwitz and published Anne’s diary in 1947 as The Diary of a 
Young Girl. The book has been translated into more than 60 languages.

Repair work on streets started Tuesday 

The R. E. Gaddie Co., of Bowling Green, Ky., started work Tuesday on repairing the streets which 
were damaged when the sewer system was installed. According to N. S. Barrass, superintendent of 
construction, the work is expected to be completed in a few days. 

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

The Lost River Cave in Bowling Green, Kentucky includes a cave with the shortest and deepest 
underground river in the world. It contains the largest cave opening east of the Mississippi. The cave is 
seven miles and is located on 69 acres of property owned by Western Kentucky University. Visitors have 
been taking boat tours through certain portions of the cave since 1998. It is the only underground boat 
tour offered in Kentucky and also offers many other activities along with the boat tour. 

Lost River Cave began as a safe and plentiful source of food, water, and shelter. Evidence of such 
use has been uncovered by archaeologists at WKU. The cultural artifacts discovered by these experts 
tell the story of Kentucky’s earliest inhabitants and Lost River’s place in their lives. Anthropologist Dr. 
Jack Schock believes prehistoric Kentucky tribes camped at Lost River Cave in the winter, enjoying 
shelter from the cave as well as clean water from the blue hole. These native groups enjoyed a period of 
occupation from about 8,000 B.C. until around 1,000 B.C. 

The cave mills at Lost River Cave are connections to the 19th century commercial and agricultural 
development of Warren County. There are many conflicting reports on the construction of the first mill, 
but some undocumented 20th century reports state that it was built in 1792 as a corn and saw mill. Other 
accounts place the construction of the first flour mill in Warren County much later. There seems to have 
been several mills with different operators and production goals throughout the 19th century. There is 
enough factual documentation to show that the mill was in operation by 1823 and continued until at least 
1847 when it was maintained as a grist mill and wool carding machine. The last mill at Lost River was 
destroyed by fire in 1915. 

Both Union and Confederate troops used Lost River as a camp site for its natural water supply and 
the beauty of the cave provided a diversion from the ugliness of war. Soldiers crawled through the 
underground network of passages and wrote their names, ranks, and companies on the ceilings and walls 
of the cave. They even fired their guns inside to hear the echoes, leaving behind their bullets for historic 
archaeologists to find more than a century later. 

In the 1930s, a new and exciting way of using the cave came to light - a nightclub, complete with 
stage, bar, and dance floor was built inside the mouth of the Lost River Cave. It was a way to relieve the 
pressure of the Great Depression and was an ideal spot for the construction of a unique wining, dining, 
and dancing experience. Church picnics, weddings, and high school proms were held at the night club 
from 1934 through the early 1960s, and some of the greatest swing band acts of the time belted out 
tunes from the grandstand. In the late 1950s, the night club era was dead and with the construction of 
1-65 re-routing traffic away from the cave, the cool, natural breeze in the entrance was less enticing to a 
generation that had air conditioning in their homes and Elvis was replacing swing music with rock and 
roll. 

After the nightclub closed, the Lost River Cave entered a time of neglect and abuse. For more than 
30 years, Bowling Green forgot about its historic and natural gem. By the 1980s, Lost River Cave had 
become a dumping site. In an effort to return the site to its former glory, the Friends of Lost River formed 
in 1990. 

Lost River Cave is located at 2818 Nashville Road in Bowling Green and offers tours Monday 
through Sunday from 9:30 a.m. until 6 p.m. each night. For more information call 270-393-0077.
